This chapter describes basic operations, such as using the 
touch panel, navigating the menus, and first time settings to 
help you learn more about your camcorder. 


Getting Started 


加 arging the Battery Pack 


The camcorder can be powered with a 
battery pack or directly using the com¬ 
pact power adapter. The first time you 
use a battery pack or if you have not used 
the battery pack for an extended period 
of time, fully charge it and then use the 
camcorder until the battery pack is com¬ 
pletely exhausted. Doing so will ensure 
that the remaining recording time will be 
displayed accurately. 

For approximate charging times and 
recording/playback times with a fully 
charged battery pack, refer to the tables 
on page 173. 

1 Plug the compact power adapter into 
a power outlet. 

For Asia only: Connect the power cord 
to the compact power adapter.

2 Connect the compact power adapter 
to the camcorder’s DC IN terminal. 

When connecting the compact power 
adapter’s cable to the camcorder, make 
sure to align the triangle marks on the cable’s connector and on the 
camcorder’s terminal (►◄)■ 
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3 Slide the battery compartment cover 
away from the lens and open it. 

4 Insert the battery pack all the way 
into the compartment and press 
gently until it clicks. 

5 Close the cover and slide it toward 
the lens until you hear a click. 

6 Charging will start when the 
camcorder is turned off. 

• If the camcorder was on, the green 
ON/OFF (CHG) indicator will go out 
when you turn off the camcorder. 
After a moment, the ON/OFF (CHG) 
indicator will start flashing in red 
(battery pack charging). The red ON/ 
OFF (CHG) indicator will go out when 
the battery pack is fully charged. 

• If the indicator flashes quickly, refer to 
Troubleshooting ( の 152). 
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To remove the battery pack 

1 Slide the battery compartment 
cover away from the lens and 
open it. 

2 Raise the edge of the battery 
pack in the direction of the 
arrow and pull out the battery 
pack. 

3 Close the cover and slide it 
toward the lens until you hear a 
click. 

Q IMPORTANT 

• Turn off the camcorder before connecting or disconnecting the com¬ 
pact power adapter. After pressing 「poweri to turn off the camcorder, 
important data is updated in the memory. Be sure to wait until the green 
ON/OFF (CHG) indicator goes out. 

• Do not connect to the camcorder’s DC IN terminal or to the compact 
power adapter any electrical equipment that is not expressly recom¬ 
mended for use with this camcorder. 

• To prevent equipment breakdowns and excessive heating, do not con¬ 
nect the supplied compact power adapter to voltage converters for 
overseas travels or special power sources such as those on aircraft and 
ships, DC-AC inverters, etc. 

① NOTES 

• The battery pack will be charged only when the camcorder is off. 

• We recommend charging the battery pack in temperatures between 
10 °C and 30 °C (50 °F and 86 °F). Outside the temperature range of 
approximately 0 。0 to 40 。0 (32 °F to104 DF), charging will not start. 
Also, when the battery itself is outside the temperature range of approx¬ 
imately 0 °C to 40 °C (32 °F to104 。ド )， charging will not start. 

• During charging, if you disconnect the compact power adapter from the 
DC IN terminal or unplug it from the power outlet, make sure the ON/ 
OFF (CHG) indicator has gone out before connecting or plugging the 
compact power adapter again. 
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•If remaining battery time is an issue, you can power the camcorder 
using the compact power adapter so the battery pack will not be con- 
sumed. 

• Charged battery packs continue to discharge naturally. Therefore, 
charge them on the day of use, or the day before, to ensure a full 
charge. 

• We recommend that you prepare battery packs to last 2 to 3 times 
longer than you think you might need. 

• USA and Canada only: The Lithium ion/polymer battery that 
powers the product is recyclable. Please call 
1-800-8-BATTERY for information on how to recycle this 
battery. 



Preparing the Accessories 


Grip Belt 

Fasten the grip belt. 

Adjust the grip belt so that you can reach 
the zoom lever with your index finger, and 
the [sTART/STOP I button with your thumb. 



To remove the grip belt 

1 Lift the padded handgrip’s flap and detach the strap from the 
Velcro pad. 

2 Pull the strap to remove it first from the front bracket on the 
camcorder, then to unthread it from the handgrip and finally to 
remove it from the rear bracket on the camcorder.

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Adjusting the Position and Brightness of the LCD Screen 

Rotating the LCD Panel 

Open the LCD panel 90 degrees. 

• You can rotate the panel 90 degrees downward. 

• You can rotate the panel 180 degrees toward the lens. Rotating the 
LCD panel 180 degrees can be useful when you wish to include yourself 
in the picture when recording with the self timer. 




• About the LCD screen: The screen is produced using extremely high-pre¬ 
cision manufacturing techniques, with more than 99.99% of the pixels 
operating to specification. Less than 0.0 1 % of the pixels may occasion¬ 
ally misfire or appear as black, red, blue or green dots. This has no 
effect on the recorded image and does not constitute a malfunction. 

LCD Backlight 

When recording in bright places it may be difficult to use the LCD 
screen. Turn on the LCD backlight to make it brighter. 
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With the camcorder on, hold |D6R] pressed down for more than 

2 seconds. 

• Repeat this action to switch the LCD backlight between off (normal) and 
on (bright). 

• If I シ I O [1_CD Screen Dimmer] is set to [EH On], pressing [disr| for 
more than 2 seconds will turn off the screen dimmer and return the LCD 
screen to its previous brightness setting. 

① NOTES 

• The LCD backlight does not affect the brightness of the recordings. 

• Using the bright setting will shorten the effective usage time of the bat¬ 
tery pack. 

• You can further adjust the brightness of the LCD screen with the | シ 1 
O [LCD Brightness] setting, or dim it with the | シ | 〇 [LCD Screen 
Dimmer] setting to use in places where the light from the LCD screen 
can be a nuisance. 
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Basic Operation of the Camcorder 


Using the Touch Screen 


The control buttons and menu items that appear on the touch screen 
change dynamically depending on the operating mode and the task 
you are performing. You can easily operate the touch screen using your 
finger or the supplied stylus pen. With the intuitive touch screen intei^- 
face you have all the controls at your fingertips. 


Touch 


Press firmly on an element displayed on 
the touch screen. 

Used to start playing back a scene in 
an index screen, to select a setting from 
the menus, to select the subject whom 
the camcorder will recognize as the 
main subject of the scene, etc. 



Drag 

While applying pressure, swipe your fin¬ 
ger up and down or left and right across 
the screen. 

Used to scroll menus, to browse 
through index screen pages or to adjust 
slider controls like the volume. 




o IMPORTANT 

• The camcorder uses a pressure-sensitive touch screen. Press 
firmly when using touch operations. 

•If you press the touch screen hard, the area pressed may appear white 
or black. This is a characteristic of the touch screen and will not cause a 
malfunction. Also, this will not affect your recordings. 
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• In the following cases, you may not be able to perforin touch operations 

correctly. 

- Operating the touch screen with wet or gloved hands or using your 
fingernails or other hard-tipped objects other than the stylus pen, such 
as ballpoint pens. 

- Applying excessive force or forcefully scratching the touch screen. 

- Attaching commercially available screen protectors or adhesive film 
onto the touch screen's surface. 


Operating Modes 

Recording 

The camcorder offers two basic modes for recording video and photos: 
Smart AUTO ([aDt^) mode for beginners or if you just prefer not to 
bother with detailed camcorder settings, and flexible recording ( | | ) 

mode, which lets you change the camcorder’s settings to your prefer¬ 
ence. Press the MSI button to switch the camcorder to mode 
and press the button again to switch back to I ぶ I mode. In either 
mode, you can record movies by pressing [start/stopI or take photos 
by pressing 「 photo| .

• Is the battery charged? Is the compact power adapter correctly con¬

(CQ 43, 58,107) If you are recording on a memory card, is one 
correctly inserted into the camcoder? ( 田 38)

is one correctly inserted into the camcorder? ( の 38) Does it contain 
any recordings? 


Power source 


The camcorder will not turn on or it turns off by itself. 

- The battery pack is exhausted. Replace or charge the battery pack. 

- Remove the battery pack and reattach it correctly. 

Cannot charge the battery pack. 

- Make sure the camcorder is off so charging can start. 

- The temperature of the battery pack is outside the charging range. If the battery pack's tem¬ 
perature is below approximately 0 。じ 口 2 。ド), warm it before charging 巾 if it is above approx- 
imately 40 DC (104 df), let the battery pack cool down before charging t 

- Charge the battery pack in temperatures between 0 °C and 40 °C (32 °F and 104 °F). 

- The battery pack is faulty. Replace the battery pack. 

- The camcorder cannot communicate with the battery pack attached. Such battery packs can¬ 
not be charged using this camcorder. 

- This can occur when attaching and attempting to charge a battery pack that is not recom¬ 
mended by Canon. 

- When using a battery pack recommended by Canon, there may be a problem with the battery 
pack or camcorder. Consult a Canon Service Center. 
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A noise can be heard from the compact power adapter. 

-A faint sound can be heard while the compact power adapter is connected to a power outlet. 
This is not a malfunction. 

The battery pack is exhausted extremely quickly even at normal temperatures. 

- The battery may have reached the end of its battery life. Buy a new battery pack. 


Recording 


Pressing |start/stop| will not start recording. 

- You cannot record while the camcorder is writing previous recordings onto the memory (whUe 
the ACCESS indicator is on or flashing). Wait until the camcorder has finished. 

- The memory is full or it already contains the maximum number of scenes (3,999 scenes). 
Delete some recordings (口 56,105) or initialize the memory (口 41)to free some space. 

The point where 「 start/stop] was pressed does not match the beginning/end of the 

recording. 

- There is a slight interval between pressing |start/stop| and the actual start/end of record¬ 
ing. This is not a malfunction. 

The camcorder will not focus. 

- Autofocus does not work on the subject. Focus manually ( の 71). 

- The lens is dirty. Clean the lens with a soft lens-cleaning cloth ( の 170). Never use tissue 
paper to clean the lens. 

When a subject flits across in front of the lens, the image appears slightly bent. 

- This is a phenomenon typical of CMOS image sensors. When a subject crosses very quickly in 
front of the camcorder, the image may seem slightly warped. This is not a malfunction. 

Changing the operating mode between recording ( 参 )/ record pause (•ll)/playback (►) 

takes longer than usual. 

- When the memory contains a large number of scenes, some operations may take longer than 
usual. Save your recordings (口 119) and initialize the memory (口 41). 

Movies or photos cannot be recorded properly. 

- This may occur as movies and photos are recorded/deleted over time. Save your recordings 
(rn 119) and initialize the memory (口 41). 

After using the camcorder for a long time, it becomes hot. 

- The camcorder may become hot after using it continuously for long periods of time; this is not 
a malfunction. If the camcorder becomes unusually hot or it becomes hot after using it only 
for a short while, it may indicate a problem with the camcorder. Consult a Canon Service Cen¬ 
ter. 
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Playback 


Cannot create a story. 

-A memory can contain a maximum of 98 stories (not including [Unsorted] and [Video Snap¬ 
shot]). Delete some stories ( の 90) or select a different memory that contains less than 98 
stories. 

Cannot add scenes to a story. 

-In most cases, a story can contain a maximum of 999 scenes. If a story includes scenes 
recorded in MXP or FXP mode, the maximum number of scenes may be less than 999 (the 
maximum number of scenes). 

- You may not be able to add scenes recorded or edited using another device. 

- The memory is full. Delete some recordings (口 56,105) or initialize the memory (口 41)to 
free some space. 

- You may not be able to add scenes to a story even if the number of scenes is less than 999. 

Cannot move scenes in the gallery. 

- The memory is full. Delete some recordings 脚 56, 105) to free some space. 

Cannot delete a scene. 

- You may not be able to delete scenes recorded or edited using another device. 

Deleting scenes takes longer than usual. 

- When the memory contains a large number of scenes, some operations may take longer than 
usual.

• Do not use the camcorder near strong electromagnetic fields such as 
above TVs, near plasma TVs or mobile phones. 

• When using the camcorder, do not place it in narrow, confined places. 

• Do not point the lens at strong light sources. Do not leave the cam¬ 
corder pointed at a bright subject. 

• Do not use or store the camcorder in dusty or sandy places. The cam¬ 
corder is not waterproof - avoid also water, mud or salt. If any of the 
above should get into the camcorder it may damage the camcorder 
and/or the lens. 

• Make sure you can unplug the compact power adapter from the power 
outlet quickly should the need arise. 

• Be careful of heat generated by lighting equipment. 

• Do not disassemble the camcorder. If the camcorder does not function 
properly, consult qualified service personnel. 
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• Do not insert the supplied stylus pen into the mouth. If swallowed, seek 
medical assistance immediately. 

• Handle the supplied stylus pen with extreme care and keep it out of the 
reach of children. If mishandled, the stylus pen can present a risk of 
severe eye injury and even blindness. 

• Handle the camcorder with care. Do not subject the camcorder to 
shocks or vibration as this may cause damage. 

• When mounting the camcorder on a 
tripod, make sure that the tripod's fas¬ 
tening screw is shorter than 5.5 mm 
(0.2 in.). Using other tripods may dam¬ 
age the camcorder. 

• When recording movies, try to get a 
calm, stable picture. Excessive cam¬ 
corder movement while shooting and extensive use of fast zooms and 
panning can result in jittery scenes. In extreme cases, the playback of 
such scenes may result in visually induced motion sickness. If you expe¬ 
rience such a reaction, stop the playback immediately and take a rest 
break as necessary. 

Long-term storage 

If you do not intend to use the camcorder for a long time, store it in a 

place free of dust, in low humidity, and at temperatures not higher than 

30 °C (86 °F).

To recharge the built-in lithium battery: Connect the compact power 
adapter to the camcorder and leave it connected for 24 hours with the 
camcorder off. 


Disposal 

When you delete movies or initialize the memory, only the file allocation 
table is altered and stored data is not physically erased. Take the nec¬ 
essary precautions when you dispose of the camcorder or memory 
card, for example by physically damaging it to prevent the leakage of 
private data. 

If giving the camcorder or memory card to another person, initialize the 
built-in memory ( iiiatm / BBsWil only) or memory card using the [Complete 
Initialization] option (口 41).

Cleaning

• If the lens surface is dirty, autofocus may not work properly. 

• Remove any dust or dirt particles using a non-aerosol type blower 
brush. 

• Use a clean, soft lens-cleaning cloth to gently wipe the lens. Never use 
tissue paper. 

LCD Touch Screen 

• Clean the LCD touch screen using a clean, soft lens-cleaning cloth. 

• Condensation may form on the surface of the screen when the temper 
ature changes suddenly.

Condensation 

Moving the camcorder rapidly between hot and cold temperatures may 

cause condensation (water droplets) to form on its internal surfaces. 

Stop using the camcorder if condensation is detected. Continued use

Condensation may form in the following cases: 

• When the camcorder is moved quickly from cold to warm places 

• When the camcorder is left in a humid room 

• When a cold room is heated rapidly 

To avoid condensation 

• Do not expose the camcorder to sudden or extreme changes in tem¬ 
perature. 

• Remove the memory card and battery pack. Then, place the camcorder 
in an airtight plastic bag and let it adjust gradually to temperature 
changes before removing it from the bag. 
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When condensation is detected 

The camcorder automatically shuts off. The precise time required for 
water droplets to evaporate will vary depending on the location and 
weather conditions. As a general rule, wait for 2 hours before resuming 
use of the camcorder.
